Wile away hours 
by befriending 
winter birds 


When the winter months can 
make many of you temporary shut 
ins, feeding the birds can brighten 
these days and provide hours of

Birds that you are most likely to 
attract during the cold season are 
juncos, tree sparrows, downy and 
hairy woodpeckers, red bellied 
woodpeckers, cardinals, blue jays. 
checkadees, titmice, quail and 
screech owls 


While you may want to get a 
book that details each bird and 
their habits, there are a few univer- 
sal hints that will help you lure 
these creatures to your windowsill. 
With a little ingenuity for building a 
feeding station and a few extra 
dollars for seed you're in business.
